Young Fa rme rs Urge d to Ta k e up

“ 1 have always selected my seed 
at dig g ing time and as a result I 
have doubled my yield in the past 
live years,” thus summed up J . B. 
Shively a northern Indiana potato 
g rower who for more than ten years 
has been saving his own strain of 
Rurals. 
Shively's potatoes when planted a- 
long side of t,he best strains of Cer­ 
tified seed yielded as well as they 
did, thus proving that any farmer 
having a g ood 
late 
potato 
patch 
planted from selected or disease free 
seed can by careful selection, keep 
his seed in the corn belt for a period 
of years without its loosing any of 
its vig or or ability to produce big 
yields. 
\Y. W. Stauffer another Indiana 
farmer who has averag ed over 325 
bushels per acre for the past three 
years 
has also 
developed 
a real 
strain of Rurals by careful selection 
of the best hills at dig g ing time. 
Stauffer’s method is to dig a few 
rows at a time by hand and then 
save the hills which have a larg e 
number of uniform, healthy, g ood 
tuber in them. Of course, Stauffer’s 
potato field is planted to g ood seed 
/md carefully tended. Thus by con­ 
stant selecting from the best hills 
year after year the seed has g radu­ 
ally become better instead of worse 
a s in the averag e farm patch. 
Any farmer who has planted certi­ 
fied late potato seed and ex pects to 
keep his own seed supply should by 
all means save at dig g ing time e- 
noug h potatoes, hill 
selected 
with 
which to plant the nex t year’s po­ 
tato patch .After the potatoes are in 
the hill one can't tell whether the lit­ 
tle ones came from g ood or poor 
hills; this is easy when you see the 
hills as they or« * dug .

Indiana fruit g rowers interested in 
the use of dust material for the con­ 
trol of orchard pests, should know 
that dusting cannot yet be

EVERGREENS MAKE GOOD 
W INDBREAKS FOR FARM 


By C. L. BURKHOLDER 
(Horticulturist, 
Ex tension

Purdue Pniversitv) 
Each year sees a further reduc­ 
tion in the forests in Indiana. This 
naturally provides ideal 
conditions 
for the cold winter winds to 
sweep 
along for miles before being checked 
by an area of woods. The averag e 
farm home, barns and feed lots can 
be made 19 percent warmer and more 
comfortable if an artificial 
wind­ 
break of everg reens is planted to the 
North and \\ est of the farm build­ 
ing s. Practically all varieties of ever­ 
g reens are best planted in the fa il, 
preferably the latter part of Septem­ 
ber or early in Oct. 
There are two varieties that can 
be recommended for Indiana plant­ 
ing . One is the well known Norway 
Spruce, the other the Austrian Pine. 
Bo 1th make a fairly rapid g rowth 
which is dense enoug h to make a 
g ood kind break. Either of these va ­ 
rieties should he planted about 
12 
feet apart if set in a sing le row. A 
very g ood method of planting is to 
set a double row, stag g ering the sec­ 
ond row and placing the trees about 
fifteen feet apart. 


An everg reen windbreak will make 
a much better start if the trees are 
kept hoed or heavily mulched with 
straw for the first five or six years. 
Never use fresh maunre on 
ever­ 
g reens. 
The larg e sizes of these varieties 
are rather ex pensive hut small trees 
ten to twelve inches hig h can be pur­ 
chased reasonable and will soon he 
g rowing rapidly if g iven the 
care 
sug g ested.

In heav y infestations a 3 per 
cent emulsion is recommended. The 
cold mix ed oil emulsion> hav e also 
prov en effectiv e but more difficulty 
has been ex perienced in making sta­ 
ble emulsions. 
“ For the control of the scale on 
peach trees, the results of ex peri­ 
ments to date show no injury to 
trees from dormant applications with 
2 or J percent lubricating oil emul­ 
sion. The oil spray s alone are inef­ 
fectiv e as fungicides and although 
tests toi date indicate the possible 
v alue of a combination oil and Bor­ 
deaux spray fog tin* control of scale 
and peach leaf curl, tin* results are 
not sufficiently conclusiv e to permit 
recommendations. If oil is used on 
peach the usual lime-sulplnir appli­ 
cations for

leaf 
curl 
should be made in addition to as­ 
sure complete control. Ex cept where 
scale is threatening or increasing 
lime-sulphur is preferable for peach 
trees heause it will usually control 
light infestations of scale and is 
effectiv e against peach curl."

The to­ 
tal weight of the three litters at 18 0 
day s was 729 1 pounds. A 
Chester 
White litter of nine pigs 
weighed 
218 2; a Duroe litter of eleven pigs 
2500, and a Poland China litter of 
ten 2612 pounds. 
To Clifford Breedin, herdsman of 
the Purdue hogs, must go a 
large 
part of the credit for sending ov er 
the ton mark a litter in three differ­ 
ent breeds. During the farrowing sea­ 
son lie was at the hog barn almost 
day and night, earing for the sews 
and y oung pigs. 
For sev eral day s before the far­ 
rowing 
season started la-4 spring 
Breedin was busy cleaning the fa r­ 
rowing pens and indiv idual 
houses 
where the sows and pigs were 
put 
after they were taken from the cen­ 
tral house. Then followed a thorough 
disinfecting of the 
q uarters. 
The 
sows were clean when they went into 
the clean farrowing q uarters. 
From the central farrowing house 
the sows and their litters were mo\ed 
out to lots where ry e had been plant­ 
ed last fall. Each y ear at the Eni- 
v ersitv Farm the hog lots are milti- 
v ated and sown to Dwarf Essex rape 
in the spring and to ry e in the fall, 
prov iding fresh pasture for sows and 
their litters, pasture that is not in­ 
fected with the parasites and disease 
germs that kill off or stunt so many 
pigs, particularly spring pigs. 
The sows were fed a ration 
of 
corn, shorts, oats, and tankag*' while 
they carried their litters last winter 
Just before farrowing tin e the pro­ 
portion of corn was reduced 
and 
some bran was added. After farrow­ 
ing a limited ration 
w a s fed for s e v ­ 
eral day s, gradually increasing 
to 
about all tin* sows would eat twice a 
day by the time the pigs wore 
two 
weeks old. 
From that time 
until 
weaning the sows were fed- a liberal 
grain ration. 
The pigs were started on 
rolled 
oats when they were about three 
weeks old. A week or ten da vs later 
a mix ture of rolled oats and era ek­ 
ed corn replaced tin* rolled oats. 
By 
the time the pigs were weaned 
they 
were on a ration of corn, short s, mid 
tankage, and of course tliev had the 
run of rape pasture. 
Ep to weaning time all the pigs on 


I the Univ ersity Farm were fed alike. 
From that time on the pigs in 
the 
three ton litters w ere put on a ration 
of corn, shorts and buttermilk, with 
the run of rape pasture. 
To the Poland China litter must 
go the credit of reaching the heav iest 
weight per pig and for the litter 
at 
1 8 0 day s. But to the D uro e 
and 
Chester White litters go credit 
for 
coming through in shape to prov ide 
good gilts to retain in the Cniv ersity 
Farm breeding herds, and prov iding 
harrows that are being fitted for the 
International Liv estock Ex position in 
December. 
“Our object in producing 
those 
litters was to demonstrate that ton 
litters can he produced from

breed." said Dean J. H. Skinner of 
the School of Agriculture in com­ 
menting upon tin* litters.

HOW TO MANAGE DAIRY 
BULL IN W INTER T IM r 


(Agricultural Ex tension Department 
Purdue Univ ersity ) 
With snmmer waning, the dairy ­ 
man must make some decision about 
caring for the herd sire during 
the 
coining 
winter. 
Most 
successful 
breeders keep tlie bull away from the 
herd, hut too often he is confined in 
a dark, dirty stall, without ex on ise, 
from the first cold day in fall until 
the first nice day in 
April. 
Such 
treatment retards the proper growth 
and development of 
the 
y ounger 
males and q uite often weakens 
the 
breeding powers of the more mature 
sires. Plentv of ex ercise, protection 
from changing weather, and a mod­ 
erate ration will keep the hull in good 
breeding condition. 
Most farmers in Indiana can eas­ 
ily arrange to properly care for their 
herd sire during the winter. A strong 


stall can be built in one i orner of the 
cow barn. Outside the barn a strong 
paddock can be built 
and 
directly 
connected with the stall in the barn 
by means of an open door. In ease 
one does not care to build a paddock 
a cable can be run from the stall in 
the barn out through the door 
to 
some point about fifty feet from Yne 
barn. This cable can be run along 
the ground or ov erhead. A short, 
strong, chain can be run from 
the 
ring in the bull's nose to a ring on 
the cable. 
The paddock or cable will allow 
for plenty of ex ercise and since ir 
is directly connected with the stall in 
the barn, the animal can secure pro­ 
tection during the time of inclement 
weather. One rule to follow in erect­ 
ing the stall or paddock is to refrain 
from making the structure solid. Al­ 
low the bull an opportunity to 
s< e 
other cattle at all times. 
No mature bull should ev er 
he 
trusted, and it is a mistake to handle 


them ex cept when absolutely npres- 
sarv . When handling, alway s use a 
strong staff and nev er allow’ the bull 
to gain the upper hand. 
A good ration, consisting of plent;* 
of legume hay , a limited amount 
of 
silage, and a small amount of a grain 
mix ture made up of 400 
pounds 
ground corn. 200 pounds ground oats 
and 100 pounds oil meal, should be 
fed throughout the winter. Arrange­ 
ments should also be made to prov ide 
plenty of clean, fresh water at all 
times.

Flie farmers o f Rush county have 


purchased enough copper carbonate 


to treat 10,400 bushels o f seed wheat 
for stinking 
smut this fall. Where 
stinking smut is present tlie interior 
o f the affected kernels is a Black 
foul smelling m ess o f powder. The 
disease is borne on the surface o f 
the grain. It is therefore necessary 
to mix 
three ounces o f the copper 
carbonate thoroughly with each 
bu­ 
shel o f seed wheat. Since the popper 
carbonate dust is irritating 
to the 
eyes and nose the m ajority o f the 
farm ers have used an enclosed con ­ 
tainer which could lie revolved and 
not permit the dust to escape.

their 
wheat with a solution o f one pint o f 


form aldehyde in 40 gallons o f water. 
On Oct. 
7 Win. Ochs, Raym ond

supply their seed fo r next fall.

Many people would like to have i 
few peach trees in the home fruit 
garden but feel that it hardly pay s 
to !*o to the trouble and ex pense be­ 
cause of the comparatively few crops 
that can he ex pected under Indiana 
weather conditions. One of the most 
common and well known varieties of 
peaches is the Elbert a.. While this 
peach is fairly good for table use if 
allowed to ripen on the tree there are 
a great many other varieties of high­ 
er flavor which at the same time 
much harder in bud. Winter temper­ 
ature which will kill all the Elberta 
fruit buds will often leave a portion 
of buds on some of the other hardy 
varieties.

of the total cash farm income. 
The HI » osier Ton Litter Ulub was 
originated and started in 
Indiana 
three y ears ago to help farfhors de­ 
termine and practice the most econo­ 
mical and profitable methods of pork 
production. 
v 
Ninety -seven ton litters were pro­ 
duced tin* 
first two y ears. These lit­ 
ters averaged 
19.4 pigs and the av­ 
erage weight at six months was 219 9 
pounds. Tiiis is over twice 
tin* av­ 
erage number of pigs raised 
and 
marketed per litter; it is about three 
, times the average weight of litters 
! at six months. It is evident that there 
: are some valuable lessons on practi- 
j cal and economical hog production to 
| 1»«* gleaned from the methods 
of 
i breeding, feeding and management 


J practiced in the production of these 
I litters. 
Reasonable sanitary 
precautions 
to prevent ioss from parasites 
and 
disease, was one of the most import­ 
ant factors in producing these litters. 
The following four questions 
were 
answered bv 9 9 men who nominated 
litters for the club 
awards 
last 
spring: 
1. Did vou clean out 
the 
old 
straw and manure from the farrow­ 
ing pens before vou put the sows in­ 
to them? 
2 Did vou disinfect the farrowing 
Dens before sows were put in 
! 
3 Did vou wadi oft sows’ udder 
befon putting them into the 
farro w­ 
ing pens ! 
4. Did sows and pigs run in old 
hog lots and pastures from farrow­ 
ing to weaning time ? 
Slightly less than nine 
pig s per lit­ 
ter was farrowed on the 9 9 farms. 
The average litter raised to weaning 
time was (5.(5 pigs, a pig and a half 
above the state average last spring. 
Thirteen of tlie ‘9 0 men cleaned out 
the old straw and manure, but they 
did not practice any of the 
other 
sanitary precautions. These 
men 
raised an average of 5.3 
weanling 
pigs per litter, one and a third pigs 
less than the average for the 
9 9 
men. 
Thirty -two of tin* 9 0 men 
disin­ 
fected tin* farrowing 
im iis after they 
bad removed the old straw and ma­ 
nure. They raised ail average of (5.2 
pigs, somewhat less than the average 
for the ninety , but a pig more per lit­ 
ter than the average for the state. 
Twenty -six men cleaned out 
the 
straw and manure, disinfected, 
and 
kept the sows and pigs in clean lots 
and 
pastures from 
farrowing 
to 
weaning time. They raised an aver­ 
age of sevi ii pig-, per litter, two pigs 
above the talc average. 
Tin* remaining 13 men washed oil 
the -ows' udders as well as pra« dic­ 
ing the other three sanitary precau­ 
tions. They raised an average of over 
eight pigs to the litter. 
Practicing these four precautions, 
to prevent loss from parasites 
and 
disease among the y oung pigs, in­ 
crease*! the average size of 
litter 
raised fully three pigs. Records kept 
by Indiana 
farmers 
in 
previous 
vears, shows that it costs twice as 
much to raise a weanling pig when an 
average of less than five 
weanling 
pigs is raised per litter; than it does 
when seven or more pig^ are raised. 
Sanitation *as not the only thing 
that enabled the last group of men 
to raise an average of eight pigs to 
the litter. Good management 
was 
practiced all the way through. 
To 
this was added good feeding 
and 
good breeding 
sio e k. 
Men who pYoduced ton litters 
in 
past y ears have raised an average of 
seven pigs to the litter for all sows 
that farrowed on thoir farms. Their 
methods of breeding, feeding and 
managemnt are the ones that bring 
the greatest economy and profit 
in 
the hog business.

campus. The last day will be known 
as breeders" day with the men on the 
program from the farms of Indiana. 


Breeding of dual purpose fowls 


for high egg production will be one 
of the interesting topics to come be- 
foro the meeting. Live birds with high 
egg records, as shown l»y the trap- 
nest, will be on exhibit to show that 
others besides Leghorns can fill the 
egg basket. A practical plan for the 
improvement of the farm flocks will 
be outlined discussion of the state 
egg laying contest and other exten- 
sion projects will be on the program.

"The second problem is that of ac- 


credited hatcheries Wisconsin, Mich- 
igan, 'Illinois and Ohio are taking up 
this work, and it is a topic to be tak- 
en up at our meeting. Both of these 
problems are of importance to tile 
man who buys baby chicks and to 
the breeder of poultry who has 
to 


meet this competition. Hence, no 
poultrynmii shorn]] miss this after- 
noon session even though not a hat- 
chery operator.''

DUSTINe IN ORCHARD? 


Indiana fruit growers interested in 


the use of dust material for the con- 
trol of orchard pests,' should know- 
that dusting cannot yet be recom- 
mended as a substitute for the fuli 
complement of liquid sprays in the 
program which they are now follow- 
ing. In protecting apple trees from 
serious fungous troubles such 
as 


cab and blotch, liquid spraying will 
lie. found, more dependable under In- 
diana condition^ than sulf ur• dusting. 


This is. the statement contained in 


Bulletin No. 283, "Liquid Lime Sul- 
phur versus Sulphur Dost for Apple 
Spraying" just off the press of the 
Agricultural Experiment Station of 
Purdue University. Its authors, F; 
P. Cnllinan and C. E. Baker, have 
done, considerable experimntal work 
with the two methods of disease and 
insect control and the results are 
ontained in the bulletins. 
In the tests reported apple scab 


was riot satisfactorily controlled with. 
ither liquid sprays or dusts if the 
applications were-not timely 
•with 


reference to rains and general wea- 
ther conditions. The pink or cluster 
bud spray, may in some seasons W 
too late to protect tie fruits, leaves 
and floral parts against early scab 
infection. The pre-pink spray which, 
is applied when the first leaves, ex- 
pand in. the blossom duster may pre- 
vent this early infection. Where ap- 
ple scab was serious this application 
has proved a highly desirable addi- 
tion to the ordinary scab schedule 
which now provides for the 
pink 


spray, petal fall spray, and the 
spray two or three weeks after petal 
fall

controlled 
codling 


moth quite effectively and in 
or- 


chards where apple scab, bitter rot 
and blotch are not serious, dusting, 
may prove a tune saver in the later 
summer applications that may he, 
applied primarily for the control of 
this insect.

North and West of th'e farm build- 
ings. Practically all varieties of ever- 
greens are best planted in the fail, 
preferably the latter part of Septem- 
ber or early in Oct. 
' ' 


There are two varieties that can 


be recommended for Indiana plant- 
ing. One -is the well known Norway 
Spruce, ftc other the 'Austrian Pine. 
Bofi 'make a fairly rapid growth 
which is dense- enough to. make a 
good kind break. Either of these va- 
rieties should be planted about 12 
feet apart if set in a single row. A 
very good method of planting is to 
set a double row, staggering the se«j- 
ohd row and placing the trees about 
fifteen feet apart. 


An evergreen windbreak will make 


a much better, start if the trees are 
kept hoed or heavily mulched with 
straw for the first five or six 
Never use fresh manure on 
greens. 


The large sizes of these varieties 


are rather expensive but small; trees 
ten to twelve inches high can be pur- 
chased reasonable and will goon he 
growing rapidly if given the. care 
suggested.

PREFER SPRING TREATMENTS 


Boiled LNbrieatiag Oil Emulsion and 
CoMMKial Miseibte Oils Are Re-

Jose scale, perhaps the worst or- 
chard insect in the Middle West, can 
be controlled with miscible oils, lu- 
bricating oil emulsions 
and under 


certain conditions with lime sulphur 
sprays, according lo the findings of 
a group of entomologists who me't 
recently at Vincennes to go over the 
experimental results of the past four 
years on this work in both Indiana 
and Illinois. Prof. J. J. Davis, head 
of' the entomology 
department of 


Purdue University lAgricultural Ex- 
periment Station; R A. Porter, gov- 
ernment entomologist at the station 
at Vincennes, W. P. Flint, of Illi- 
nois, and A. J. Jackman from the 
Arkansas 
station 
were 
present. 


They found that ofl spray has ob- 
tained, complete control in Southern 
Indiana when the infestations have 
been unusually severe and persis- 
tent. Growers in Northern Indiana 
have been successful with lime sul- 
phur when applied thoroughly. Tlie 
following statement was issued: 


"Experiments tho past 
season 


coroborate former results. Rather 
general use ofijubricating oil sprays 
recommended byi Plirdue has given 
results this year. For scale con- 
trol on apple trees in Indiana and 
Illinois the oil sprays applied in the 
fall or spring when the trees are 
fully dormant and the temperature 
About 40 degrees' are recommended, 
spring treatments l«?ing preferable. 


"The oil sprays found effective 


are the boiled lubricating oil emul- 
sion and all of the commercial mis- 
cible oils that have been tested the 
miscible oils to be used at the rate 
recommended by; the manufacturers 
and the lubricating oil emulsion at 
2 per cent strength as recommended 
in the government and state publica- 
tions. In heavy infestations a 3 per 
cent emulsion as recommended. The 
cold mixed oil emulsions have also 
proven effective but more difficulty 
has been experienced in making sta- 
ble emulsions. 


"For the control of the scale on 


peach trees, the results of experi- 
ments to date show no injury to 
trees from Idormant applications with 
2 or 3 per «>ent lubricating oil emul- 
sion. The oil sprays alone are inef- 
fective as fungicides and although 
tests toi date indicate the possible 
value of a combination oil and Bor- 
deaux spray fo< the control of scale 
and peach leaf curl, the results are 
not sufficiently conclusive to permit 
recommendations. If oil is used on 
peach the usual lime-sulphur appli- 
cations for 
the 
peach leaf 
cur' 


should be made in addition to as- 
sure complete control. Except where 
scale is threatening or increasing 
lime-sulphur is preferable for peach 
trees bcause it will usually contra 
light infestations of scale and is 
effective against peach curl."

An average of 242i pounds at six 


months was made by the 30 pigs in 
three ton litters produced by 
the 


Purdue University School of Agri- 
culture during the past season in the 
Hoosier Ton Litter contest. The to- 
tal weight of the three litters at 180 
days was 7294 pounds. A Chester 
White litter of nine pigs 
weighted 


2182; a Dnroc litter of eleven pigs 
2500. and a Poland China litter of 
ten 2612 pounds. 


To Clifford Breedin, herdsman of 


the Purdue hogs, must go a 
large 


part of the credit for sending over 
the ton mark a litter in three differ- 
ent breeds. During the farrowing sea- 
son he was at the hog barn almost 
day and night, caring for tUe sows 
and young pigs. 


For several days before-the. far^ 


rowing season started las' spring 
Breedin was busy cleaning the far- 
rowing pens and individual houses 
where the sows and pigs were put 
after they were taken from tho cen- 
tral house. Then followed r. thorough 
disinfecting of the 
quarters. 
The 


sows were clean when thev went into 
the clean farrowing quarters. 


From the central farrowing house 


the sows and their litters were moved 
out to lots where rye had been plant- 
ed last fall. Each year at the Uni- 
versity Farm the hog lots are culti- 
vated and sown to Dwarf Essex rape 
in the spring and to rye In tiic fall, 
providing fresh pasture for sows and 
Iheir litters, pasture that, is not in- 
fected with the parasites and disease 
germs that kill off or stunt so many 
pigs, particularly spring pigs. 


The .sows we're fed a ration 
of 


corn, shorts, oats, and tcnkago while 
they carried their litters last winter. 
Just before farrowing time, the pro- 
portion of corn was reduced 
and 


some bran was added. After furrow- 
ing a limited ration was fed for sev- 
eral days, gradually increasing to 
about all the sows would eat twice a 
day by the time the pigs wcj-e two 
weeks old. From that time 
until 


weaning the sows were fed- u liberal 
grain ration. 


The pigs were started on rolled 


oats when they were about three 
weeks old. A week or ten days later 
a mixture of rolled oats ;>nd crack- 
ed corn replaced the rolled o.-its. By 
the time the pigs frere weaned they 
were on a ration of corn, shorts, and 
'tankage, and 'of course they bad Hie 
run of rape pasture. 


TJp to weaning time all the pigs on 


;he .University Farm were fed alike. 
?roia that time on the pigs in the 
three ton litters were put on a ration 
of corn, shorts and buttermilk, with 
;he run of rape pasture.

HOW TO MANAGE DAIRY 


BULL HI WINTER TIME 


(Agricultural .Extension- Department 
Purdue University) 


With summer waning, the ' dairy- 


man must make some decision about 
caring for the herd sire during 
th<; 


coming winter. 
Most 
successful 


breeders keep the bull away from the 
herd,'but too often he is confined in 
a dark1, dirty stall, without exercise, 
from the first cold day in fall until 
the first nice day in April. 
Such 


treatment retards the proper growth 
and development of 
the 
younger 


males and quite often weakens 
the 


breeding powers of the more mature 
sires; Plenty of exercise, protection 
from changing weather, and a mod- 
erate ration will keep the bull in good 
breeding condition.- 


Most farmers in Indiana can eas- 


ily arrange to properly care for their 
herd sire during the winter. A. strong 


stall can be built in one corner of the 
cow barn. Outside the bam a strong 
paddock can 'be built 
and directly 


connected with the stall in the barn 
by means of an open door. In case 
one does not care to build a paddock 
a cable can be run from the stall in 
the barn out through the door to 
some point about fifty feet from Vne 
barn. This cable can be run along 
the ground or overhead. A short. 
strong, chain can be run from, the 
ring in the bull's nose to a ring on 
•the cable., 


The paddock or cable will allow 


for plenty of exercise and since it 
is directly connected with the stall in 
the barn, the animal can secure pro- 
tection during the time of inclement 
weather. One rule to follow in erect- 
ing the stall or paddock is to refrain 
from making the structure solid. Al- 
low the bull an opportunity to 
ste 


other cattle at all times. 


No mature bull sboald ever be 


trnstedr and it is a mistake, to 'handle 


them except when absolutely neces- 
sary. When .handling, always use a 
strong staff and never allow the boll 
to gain the upper hand. 


A good ration, consisting of plenty 


of legume ha$ a limited amount. of 
silage, and a small amount of a grain 
mixture made up of 400 pounds 
ground corn, 200 pounds ground oats 
and 100 pounds oil meal, should be 
fed throughout the winter. Arrange- 
ments should also be made to provide 
plenty of clean, fresh water at all 
times.

MUCH WHEAT WHS 


Farmers of This County Have 
Bought Enough Copper Carbonate 


to Treat 10,400 Bushels 


TREAT FOR STINKING SMUT 


Others are Using Formaldehyde So- 
lution Instead—Directions Given 


For Each Method 


The farmers (of Rush county have 


purchased enough copper carbonate 
to treat 10,400 bushels of seed wheat 
for stinking smut this fall. Where 
stinking smut is present the interior 
of the affected kernels is. a black 
foul smelling mess of powder. The 
disease is borne on the surface of 
the grain. It is therefore necessary 
to mix three-ounces of the copper 
carbonate thoroughly with each bu- 
shel of seed wheat. Since the copper 
carbonate dust is irritating to the 
eyes and nose the majority of the 
farmers -have used an enclosed con- 
tainer which could be revolved and 
not permit the dust to escape. 


Other farmers are avoiding 
the 


stinking, smut by treating 
their 


wheat with a solution of one pint of 
formaldehyde in 40 gallons of water. 


On Oct. 7 Win. Ochs, Raymond 


Laughlin and D. W. Ogden of Wash- 
ington township treated enough of 
their seed wheat for loose smut to 
supply their seed for next fall. 


Wheat heads when infected with 


loose smut are more or less com' 
pletely reduced to a black smutty 
mass which is scattered by the wind. 
The fungus is carried inside .the seed 
grain. The three Washington town- 
ship fanners placed one-half bushel 
of wheat in a two bushel loose burlap 
bag. They then soaked this wheat 
approximately five hours in teold wa- 
ter. .Then they placed it in wAter 
heated to 129 degrees P. for ten 
minutes. It was then spread out to 
dry in layers two inches thick and 
stirred when necessary until it was 
dry. The biggest difficulty in using 
the hot water treatment for loose 
smut is to maintain the tempera-

Apples for winter use should never 
be allowed to lay in piles in 'the or- 
chard after picking. This treatment 
quickly, ripens them and makes it 
impossible to hold tliem long1 after 
they are placed in the cellar. 


As soon as a few perfect apples 


of a variety begin to drop and the 
fruit on the tree pulls 'off, without 
breaking the stem, they are ready to 
pick. Avoid bruising 
as- a 
bruise 


means a rotten spot regardless! of 


how the apple is cared for later on. 
After picking let the baskets stand 
in an open shed or porch over night 
and carry into the cellar the first 
thing in the morning. Open all doors 
and. windows of the cellar the pre- 
vious night and shut the cellar up 
tight as soon as the fruit has been 
carried in. Barrels or boxes make 
good storage containers. Neve* lay 
the apples on a shelf where they are 
exposed to the air of the cellar. Co- 
ver the tops of the barrels or boxes 
with boards or an old piece of ear- 
pet. This prevents withering. A few 
bushels of the choicest fruit for late! 
winter use can be wrapped in squares! 
of. newspaper before putting in the| 
barrel. One rotten apple can't eon-1 
taminate the whole package 
when j 


handled in that manner.

If .the light temperature is 


keep all doors and windows tightly 
closed day and night. As soon as a 
cool might temperature prevails open 
all doors and windows before going 
to bed and shut the first thing in 
the morning. In other words, hold the 
Cellar temperature as low as pos- 
sible at all times. If there is a fur- 
nace in the ceDar remove a part of 
the apples a soon as it is started, 
place them in old barrels with burlap 
tacked over the tops. Lay these bar- 
rels oi) their sides end to end in the 
garden and cover with heavy layer 
of straw and a layer of dirt. When 
cold weather sets in increase the 
dirt cover. By following these sug- 
gestions late varieties of apples can 
be held for home use during the en- 
tire winter.

HARDY VARIETIES OF PEACHES 


URGED FOR HOME GARDENS 


Many people would like to have a 


few peach trees in the home frnit 
garden but feel that it hardly pays 
to go to the trouble and expense be- 
cause of the comparatively few crops 
that can be expected, under Indiana 
w.eatJier conditions. One of the most 
common and well known varieties of 
peaches is the Elberta.. While this 
peach is fairly good for table use if 
allowed to ripen on the tree there are 
a great many other varieties of high- 
er flavor which at the same time 
much .harder in bu'd. Winter temper- 
ature which will kill all the Elberta 
fruit buds will often leave a portion 
of buds on some of the other hardjr 
varieties. 
. 


A good selection of varieties which 


ripen over an extended period and 
which are suggested by C. L. Burk- 
holdcr of Purdue University are Bel- 
le of Georgia,' Gold Drop, Lemon 
Free, Indian Cling or Heath Cling. 
All of these varieties are liardied in 
bud than Elberta but of course will 
not withstand the extremely low tem- 
peratures sometimes felt in Indiana. 


It is the safest plan to plant peach 


trees in the spring. After planting it 


the best growers give each tree two 
or three bushels of manure and fork 
or spade it in around the tree. Never 
put the' manure in about the roots of 
the trees when planting. Peateh trees 
requires at least some cultivation 
every year during their entire life- 
time. Cultivation is especially neces- 
sary the first three or four years .-af- 
ter they are planted.' After the trees 
come into bearing a yearly applica- 
tion of three or four pounds of ni- 
trate of soda to the trees, about the 
time blossom buds are showing pink, 
is very beneficial. The crystals of the 
fertilizer should be scattered mostly 
tinder the droop of the branches.

Ninety-seven Ion litters were pro- 
uccd tluj. first two years. These lit- 
ers averaged, 10.4 pigs and the av- 
rage weight at six months was 2199 
ounds. This is over twice the av- 
ragc number of pigs raised 
and 


marketed per. litter; it is about three 
imcs the average weight of litters 
t six months. It is evident that there 
re some valuable lessons on practi- 
al and economical hog production to 


gleaned from the methods 
of 


reeding, feeding and management 
n-acticed in the production of these 
itters. 


Reasonable sanitary precautions 


o prevent loss from parasites and 
isease, was one of the .most import- 
ant factors in producing: these litters.

Slightly i^^s than nine pigs per lit- 


er was farrowed on the 90 farms. 
The average litter raised to'weaning 
:ime was 6.6'pigs, a pig and a half 
above the state average last spring. 


Thirteen of the 90 ineri cleaned out 


the old straw and manure,- but they 
lid not practice any of the other 
sanitary precautions. These 
men 


•nised an average of 5.3 weanling 
pigs per litter, one and a third pigs 
ess than the average for the 90 
men. 


Thirty-two of the 90 men disin- 


fected the farrowing pens after they 
had removed Hie old straw and ma- 
nure. They raised an average of 6.2 
pigs, somewhat less than the average 
for the ninety, but a pig more per lit- 
ter than the 'average for the state. 


Twenty-six men cleaned out 
the 


straw and manure, disinfected, and 
kept the sows and pigs in clean lots 
md pastures from 
farrowing 
to 


weaning time. They raised an aver- 
age of seven pigs 'per litter, two pigs 
above the state average. 


The remaining: 13 men washed off 


the sows' udders as well as practic- 
ing the other three sanitary precau- 
tions. They raised an average of over 
eight pigs to the litter.' 


Practicing these four precautions, 


to prevent loss from parasites and 
disease among the young pigs, in- 
creased the average size of 'litter 
raised fully three pigs. Records kept 
by Indiana farmers 
in 
previous 


years, shows that it costs twice as 
much to raise a weanling pig when an 
average of less than five weanling 
pigs is raised per litter; than.it does 
when seven or more pigs are raised. 


Sanitation ffas not the only thing 


that enabled the 'last group of men 
to raise au average of eight pigs.to 
the litter. Good management 
was 


practiced all the way through. To 
this was. added good feeding 
and 


good breeding stock. 


Men who produced ten litters in 


past years have raised an average of 
seven pigs to the litter for'all. sows 
that farrowed on their farms. Their 
methods of breeding, feeding and 
managemnt are the ones that bring 
the greatest economy and profit in 
the bog business.
